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Small Sized Federal 
Reserve Notes

The most recent of all styles of U. S. currency are the Federal Reserve 
notes, created under the Act of 1914. Their issue in 19 28 in the smaller 
size brought out a number of interesting changes which will interest the 
r.nllpf^tnr. whether he wishes to collect just the lower values or the twenties, 

fifties, etc. l U lli u 1 j i » ( ■ ■nuinn nf nvtiniQo Hoanrihinp^ 

ill detail the small-sized currency, will consider the changes and peculiarities 
of the current styles of “Reserve notes.” 

Three denominations of these were prepared in 1928, which is evidenced 
by the fact that the first release of fives, tens and twenties carried the 
fac-simile signatures of H. T. Tate and A. W. Mellon, which combination 
was already obsolete on the date of issue to the public. Within a few weeks 
the printings from the new plates began to appear, and reference to the 
chart will indicate the relative quantity of plates prepared to supersede the 
obsolete pair of names. Within six months of July, 19 29, the date of the 
first release, the fives and tens of the Series of 19 28-A were common in 
circulation. Unlike the printings of the one-dollar bills, the use of the 
old plates seems to terminate more abruptly, instead of reappearing from 
time to time as the serial numbers advance, due, of course, to the smaller 
quantities of plates prepared. To summarize, suffice it to say that the 
first break in the completeness of the issues of the twelve banks comes 
here, and reference to the chart will show no twenties. Series of 19 28-A 
for Minneapolis and San Francisco banks. 

In addition the chart will show complete issues for all banks of the 
5, 10 and 20 dollar notes in the Series of 19 28-B, which are to be distin- 
guished from the Series of 1928-A by having the letter designating the 
bank inserted in the bank seal in black ink, engraved at the center of the 
left half of the note. The Series of 19 28 and 19 28-A in the above denomi- 
nations have a bank numeral in the seal; for example, a “1” for Boston, a 
“2” for New York, “3” for Philadelphia, etc. Because of the confusion 
which some individuals claimed resulted from these numbers (such as a 
“10” on a five dollar note of the Kansas City Bank, or a “5” on a Richmond 
ten dollar note) it was decided to substitute letters. (It will be recalled 
that the large-style notes used both letters and numbers, such as “1-A”, 
“7-G” and “12-L.”) Hence the Series of 1928-B came into being. 

Study of the chart will indicate that the higher values, fifties and hun- 
dreds, do not have a Series of 1928-B. This is explained by the fact that 
they appeared from the first with Woods-Mellon names and numeral seals, 
later as Series of 19 28-A same names but letter seals. Hence, as before 
said, (see article on Silver Certificates) the designation Series of 19 28-A 
refers to a particular combination of fac-simile signatures on a particular 
note — not a group of like signatures on all notes. 

Along with the change from numeral seals to letter seals there were some 
slight changes in the size and placement of the small numbers placed in the 
field near the corners on the face of the note. Most notable on the twenties, 
the student will find the small bank numerals shifted as much as one quarter 
of an inch, in order to provide more room for plate letters, or a serial 
number, as the case may be. These minor differences are better visualized 
by examination, readily apparent but not easy to describe. There was also 
a slight change in the Mellon Autograph Series of 1928 to 1928-A. 

The small-sized Federal Reserve notes are numbered and sealed in green 
ink, a color not used on the face of our notes for several decades. The 
early emissions to 1931 are found in dark green ink, later shading to an 
average green, and by 193 2 appearing in a light apple-green color. Since 
then it has tended to remain a light green, in some respects almost too light 
to make a good readable serial number. 

As in the old Series of 1914, serial numbers always commence with the 
letter of the Bank as a prefix, the succession of serial runs being indicate 
by the suffix letter. 
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The principal difference in economic type in Series of 1928 and varieties 
compared to the Series of 19 34 is found in contrasting these statements: 
“Redeemable in gold on demand at the United States Treasury and in gold 
or lawful money at any Federal Reserve Bank" (19 28) and “This note is 
a legal tender for all debts, public and private, and is redeemable in lawful 
money at the United States Treasury or at any Federal Reserve Bank” 
(1934). 

The above mentioned elimination of the promise to pay in gold on the 
Series of 1934 is in accordance with the act withdrawing gold coin as legal 
tender. In this way the issue of Federal Reserve notes again is made a 
mnntiy of option of the Treasurv. with certain administrative 
refinements, of course. 

For those interested in the higher denominations of this style of note, a 
listing of the plates prepared for the obselete series is submitted: (Series 
1928 are letter seals. Woods and Mellon). 

$600 Series 19 28 — Chicago Bank 4 plates, 2 plates each for 11 other 
banks. 

$1000 Series 19 28 — Chicago Bank 3 plates, 2 plates each for 11 other 
banks. 

$5000 Series 19 28 — One plate each except none issued for Philadelphia, 
St. Louis, and Minneapolis banks. 

$10000 Series 1928 — One plate each except none issued for Philadelphia, 
St. Louis, and Minneapolis banks. 

The series of 19 34 are now current in the same denominations, Julian 
and Morgenthau, and up to November 14, 193 6, plates have been issued for 
each denomination for all banks except the $5000 note had not been printed 
for Philadelphia and Minneapolis banks. The same applies for the S 10,000 
note, series of 193 4. 

Of the engraving and design of the notes, little need be said. In general 
they were a decided improvement over the Series of 1914 in arrangement 
and design. Many collectors are inclined to favor the more pictorial re- 
verses of the older notes. Of the series, the twenty is poorest in face design. 
Here the artist borrowed much from the $20 gold certificate of 1905 and 
in copying was unable to bring out the full effect of the original artist’s 
work. Needless to say, the employment of different sizes of numerals in 
the cornices of the various denominations was a great improvement over 
the stereotyped designs of 1914, which latter issue was most frequently 
“raised” of any United States paper money. 

The economic side of the Federal Reserve notes has undergone slight 
chahges and may see even more alteration in the future. Originally de- 
signed to be an elastic currency, the notes have been a little disappointing 
in that respect. The only real shrinkage in the circulation came after the 
depression of 19 20 and in 1931. Hence they were elastic in the wrong 
direction at the wrong time, if we are to believe those who claim that pros- 
perity comes when money is injected into circulation. 

Looking into this, we find that as originally projected they were to be 
secured by commercial paper, rising and falling as the amount of borrowing 
varied, and conceivably in time of easy money the issue would shrink to 
very small proportions. The war changed this to the effect that they could 
be issued against gold certificates held by the banks, thus removing much 
of their total elasticity. 

Later still, the effect of selling banks U. S. bonds and allowing them to 
discount notes to obtain currency with which to pay for the bonds has had 
the effect to make the Federal Reserve notes as much a “bond-secured” 
circulation as the old National Bank note. Thus our original “elastic cur- 
rency” is now for the most part a fixed issue, with a narrow annual varia- 
tion reflecting the real amount of change in the demand for currency in the 
needs of business. Of course it is readily apparent that the issue is capable 
of almost unlimited expansion in the interest of the Treasury borrowings. 

A few economists believe, and with much good reason, that the issue 
should really be designed as a bank note, carrying the statement that “The 
Federal Reserve Bank of Boston will pay to the bearer on demand Five 
Dollars.” While they are a prior lien on the assets of the bank of issue, 
it seems unusual that the promise to pay should come from the United 
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States of America, rather than the bank of issue. This change could be 
effected without in anyway making them identical with the old Federal 
Reserve Bank notes, the bond-secured issue of 1918 and 1933. They are 
in reality bank notes — of a central bank — or bank system — and their 
promise should read thus. 

During the last three years $5 bills series of 193 4 Federal Reserve notes 
have almost disappeared from circulation. This is due to the great increase 
in the number of $5 Silver Certificates Series of 1934. The $5 Reserve 
notes have been replaced by notes of the $10 dnoniinations. This is the 
first time since the World War days that the bulk of our $5 bills have not 
been Federal Reserve notes. As a result of this change, $5 Reserve notes 
Series 1934 should be rather difficult to obtain for collections at the present 
time. 

In view of possible future changes, collectors will do well to secure at 
least the lower denominations of these bills. Careful study of the chart 
will show some relatively scarce notes, many of the Series of 19 28-C and 
19 28-D notes being none too common in circulation at any time. The 
Federal Reserve notes will apparently be the largest part of our paper 
currency from this time forward. 


We are indebted to Mr. Alvin W. Hall, Director of the Bureau of Engrav- 
ing and Printing, for much valuable information concerning the small-sized 
paper currency. His sincere cooperation and willingness to give information 
has made the small-sized paper money listings more complete than those 
of the old large-sized notes ever will be. The reader is referred to the 
issues of the Coin Collector’s Journal, year 1936, for other catalogs of the 
various United States paper money series of recent date. While the small 
notes do not enjoy the popularity of the old large series, there is every indi- 
cation that they will supply as much interest and as many scarce varieties 
as any other field of paper money. Attention is called to the fact that few 
dealers have any complete sets of the small denominations oi these notes 
on hand.

Many of us who specialize in coins of relatively recent dates, such as the 
United States series, may not be inspired by those ancient coins so much 
sought after by some collectors. When we realize the value of some of the 
very recently dated coins, and the difficulty in getting one in fine or better 
condition, it is hard to believe that coins of our older ancestors in the time 
of Christ may still be obtained in good condition. Such, however, is the 
case and many fine specimens are available at reasonable prices. 

I am not a collector of coins of Biblical times, but I will try to explain 
some interesting facts about money and coins mentioned in the Bible. 

Money is first mentioned in the Bible in the 17th Chapter of Genesis, 
concerning the terms of the covenant between God and Abraham with respect 
to the latter’s household, namely, “He that is bought with the money of any 
stranger” and “He that is bought with thy money.” Next, Abraham bought 
from Epiiron a plot of land on which there was a cave suitable for the 
burial of the dead. This is described in the 24th Chapter of Genesis and 
the price Abraham paid was 400 Shekels of silver. The quotation states: 
“Abraham weigluMl to Ephron the silver, 400 Shekels of silver, current 
money with the merchant.” 

At that time the Shekel was the unit value, similar to our dollar. It 
probably was not coined as early as this, as indicated that the money paid 
by Abraham was weighed instead of counted. Probably the Shekel actually 
varied in weight, although a standard had been set for the coin. In order 
to determine full payment it was undoubtedly necessary to weigh these 
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pieces of silver. We do know that Shekels were coined at a latter date, 
about which more will be said later. 

There are several other references to money in the Book of Genesis, 
one of which is the incident of Joseph being sold by his brothers to the 
Ishmaelites for 20 Pieces of Silver. The Ishmaelites in turn sold him to 
Potiphar, an officer of Pharaoh. Still later Joseph, as high ruler in Egypt, 
sold corn to his brothers in the time of the great famine. They paid for 
their corn, and on the way home discovered that the money had been 
returned “in full weight.’' This famine in Egypt lasted seven years, and 
before it came to an end, Pharaoh, the King, had acquired all the money of 
Egypt and also all the land by the sale of this grain which had been stored 

up by the foresight of Joseph. 

Somewhat later, in the Book of Ezra, the children of Israel, upon their 
return to Jerusalem after having been held in captivity by Nebuchadnezzar 
of Babylon, contributed to the building of their city to the extent of “three 
score and one ihousand drams of gold and five thousand pounds of silver.” 
The dram here referred to is a gold Persian coin worth about $5.60 of our 
piesent money and weighed about 130 grains Troy. This contribution, 
therefore, was about 61,000 drams, or about $341,600 in present money. 
The pound is the Mina=rl00 Drachmas (a Greek coin worth about twenty 
cents). The silver then was worth 5000x$20 = $100,00, and the grand total 
contributed was about $441,600, which showed they were not exactly 
pikers in those days. 

The book of Exodus shows that each person over twenty years of age 
was required to pay half a Shekel as an atonement offering, and thus taxes 
were apparent at that early date. In the building of the Tabernacle a large 
amount of gold and silver was used in its adornment, which apparently 
came from offerings of the people. This gold and silver was measured in 
terms of Shekels, Talents and Bekahs. The Bekah was V 2 Shekel, the 
Talent of silver was 3000 silver Shekels, and the gold Talent was equal to 
3000 gold Shekels. 

Silver — 2 Bekahs = 1 Shekel = $0.65. 

20 Gerahs=l Shekel. 

50 Shekels=l Mina=$32.30. 

60 Minas^l Talents $1940.00. 

Gold — 1 Shekel = 15 Silver Shekels = $9.69. 

50 Shekel=l Mina= $484.75. 

60 Mina=l Talent= $29,085.00. 

Plutocrats were in vogue in those days I 

The ratio (page Mr. Bryan) in those days — gold to silver 1 to 13.3, which 
was inconvenient and was fixed at 1 to 15. 

These coins so far are Jewish coins mainly and in the Old Testament. 
In the New Testament there are found Greek and Roman coins in addition 
to those above. The Roman standard was the Denarius, silver, and worth 
about sixteen cents. The Farthing was a bronze coin made in two denomi- 
nations, one worth about one cent and the other % cent. It took two Mites 
(Widow’s), a smaller coin than the Farthing to equal the smaller of the 
two denominations. The Mite therefore = one eighth, and the widow 
referred to in St. Luke gave two of them. It took 128 Mites to make a 
silver Denarius, or about 512 to make a silver Shekel. 

The price paid Judas for his betrayal of Christ, 30 pieces of silver, was 
about $24.00 of present money, or about six months’ wages for a laborer 
in those days. 

The man who received a Talent, about $1800.00, was equivalent to over 
thirty years’ laborer’s work, and real work — no kidding. 

The Penny was the same as the Roman Denarius, worth about sixteen 
cents, or the Greek Drachma. There is the parable of the laborers in the 
vineyard who hired out for one penny a day. There is also a parable of 
tribute money and the reference to the picture of Caesar on the penny. 

The story of the money changers in the Temple is also interesting. These 
men acted as bankers and changed the Greek and Roman money into Jewish 
money, as only Jewish money could be used to pay the Temple tax. Their

practices were apparently very bad, as they incurred the wrath of Jesus, who 
“overthrew the tables of the money-changers.” 

These are by no means all the references to money in the Bible, but they 
are the most outstanding and notable. The coins listed above are, however, 
the complete list of coins of the Bible. The people in those olden days 
apparently had the same type of conditions to meet as today — greed, selfish- 
ness, lack of fair play, etc. I wonder if there were any coin collectors in 
that era other than the “hoarders.” What is your guess? 


National 
Collection Of 
South Australia

It is surprising that many of the visitors to South Australia from overseas 
should be so interested in the National Collection of Coins and Medals. 
Visiting museum officials, numismatists, and others in authority on sucli 
matters, have been astounded that so young a country should possess a 
collection regarded here as the best south of the Equator. It is felt that 
numismatists abroad, particularly authors, should know something about it. 

The collection here is controlled by the board of governors of the Public 
Library. Museum and Art Gallery of South Australia. From 1863 to 1912 
it formed a portion of the museum and w^as under the charge of various 
officials of that department. In 1912 the services of Mr. Alfred Chitty, 
well-known as an authority on Australasian tokens, were secured to cata- 
logue and arrange the collection. From that time to about 1921, this section 
wras a separate department, but later was associated with the Art Gallery 
Department, for the convenience of administration. The collection, however, 
remained in the Museum Building. Mr. Chitty completed his undertaking 
in 1917. and was succeded by Miss Sedley Towler, who had joined him a 
year earlier. On her death in 1931, the present expert, w^ho had joined in 
1918, succeeded, in addition to his acting (as from 1924) as assistant to 
the director of the National Gallery. In my work, I receive much assistance 
from Mr. Ronald G. Appleyard, who is the present Hon. Secretary to the 
local Numismatic Society. 

The collection is now exhibited in the new wing (the Melrose Galleries) 
of the National Gallery, where a more spacious exhibition and office space 
has been afforded. The earliest accession was made in 1863, when Mr 
William Paxton bequeathed some 250 coins. Other large collections which 
had been added are the Vosz bequest (1871) of 3,800 coins; the Horn gift 
(1890) of some 9,000 coins: the Philips bequest (1903) of 1,800 coins; 
and the Port Adelaide Institute collection (1929) of 1,000 coins. The 
Horn gift comprised the main portion of the Heutzenrdder collection, which 
included several thousand pieces of German origin. In 1912 the remainder 
of this collection, the Australian series of about 800 pieces, was purchased. 
Since that time the average additions have been about 400 specimens a year. 

The main sources of acquisition have been from gifts, bequests and pur- 
chases. The board controlling the collection has been very liberal in their 
policy of purchases, but unfortunately there has been for many years in- 
sufficient money available for any definite system of purchases to be adopted. 
What is neded, if it is to be kept the finest in Australia, is that either it 
should be endowed or that an increased and known income should be made. 

Except for a short period when Mr. Chitty was employed at the Victorian 
Gallery, and until the appointment in 1935 of Mr. Kenyon there, the ex- 
perts in charge at Adelaide were the only professional numismatists thus 
engaged in the Commonwealth. This has meant that apart from the 
numerous requests for information from our own state, many have been 
received from New South Wales and Victoria. The collection is the best 
exhibited and cared-for one within the Commonwealth, and has been made 
accessible to the public upon all days, excepting Christmas Day and Good 


Friday. 
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Owing to the fact that many of the specimens included in the original 
cataloguing are non-numismatic, only an estimate can be made of the num- 
ber of coins, tokens, paper money and medals. The whole collection num- 
bers nearly 29,000 pieces, of which there are at least 25,000 that can he 
regarded as truly numismatic, and that number is exclusive of copies, such 
as electrotypes. Since 1921 at least 5,000 specimens have been placed in 
the duplicate collection from which exchanges and sales have been made. 
The establishment of exchanges between the collection here and some of 
the museum collections abroad would be appreciated by the present keeper. 

In order to give a better idea of its extent a few figures are necessary. 
T t 1” niTn nvQv QUO r;vppk 1.500 R oman, 3,000 English, 

275 Australian, 1,500 Colonial, 10,000 European (at least 7,00u uerman 

and Austrian), 500 Chinese and 1,000 Australasian tokens. Apart from 
these there are large series of medals and paper money. Most of the coun- 
tries are fairly well represented, but there is a pronounced weakness in 
modern issues. 

It is interesting to note some of the outstanding specimens. In the Greek 
series there are early coins of Sybaris, Athens, Ionia, Lydia, Chios, Aegina 
and Corinth; some fine examples of the finest art period, particular of 
Syracuse, Corinth and Athens; two fine gold pieces of Macedon, and in the 
later periods a large array of coins of Bactria, Indo-Scythian and Parthian 
and Alexandrian. Among the Roman are many fine specimens of Consular 
Denarii and first brass of the early Imperial times. It is rich in the coins 
of the third century, but weak in that of the Byzantine period. 

The British include an early silver piece of the Channel Islands, many 
Anglo-Saxon, Norman and Plantagenet coins. From the Tudors to the 
present day the collection is well stocked. The British contain several choice 
pieces, but the Scotch and Irish are poorly represented. The Colonial 
series is strong, particularly the Australian, included in which is one of the 
Adelaide ingots, a Port Philip ^-oz. piece, specimens of the Adaleida £1 
pieces and a trial piece of same in lead; two holey dollars, two dumps several 
patterns and many other rare items. 

Of the European, those of the German states are the most interesting, 
and these range from bracteates to the issues of the one-time German Em- 
pire. Siege money, countermarked pieces and large thaler-sized coins 
abound. In short, this particular section is most surprising in its size and 
value. 

The present arrangement of the collection leaves much to be desired. 
The present keeper is now re-arranging it into the following divisions: 
I, Coins. II, Tokens. Ill, Paper money. IV, Medals, and V. other Numis- 
matic items. Improvements in the cataloguing and the system of number- 
ing are also being made. 

The number and visitors and students is most encouraging, and lectures 
and talks are arranged upon request. The local press have been most helpful 
in the officials’ attempts to make the collections more widely appreciated. 


ALL-TIME HIGH IN MONEY CIIK ULATION. 

Money in circulation neared an all-time record in June. The Treasury 
said $6,967,155,210 worth of coin and currency was in circulation outside 
the Treasury on May 31, equal to $53.15 per person in the United States— 
a per capita average exceeded only in 1920, when it was $53.21. The May 31 
figure represented a gain of 4 5 cents per capita over the preceding month. 
Part of the recent gain in the amount of money apparently in circulation, 
however, has been due to the shipment of American currency to European 
hoarders. 


MASTER ( OUNTERFEITER SENT TO PRISON. 

Henry (The Dutchman) Neu worth, v^rliose master touch as an engraver has 
caused Federal agents to describe him as one of the world’s cleverest coun- 
terfeiters, was sentenced to prison in New York in June.

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A Package Of 
Colonial Notes

The writer has been fortunate recently in obtaining a package of 40 
of the “State of Massachusetts-Bay” two-dollai notes, of the May 5, 1870, 
issue. This package of notes was found in a tightly compressed condition, 
due, apparently, to the pressure applied by the cancelling machine, which 
put a 1 -centimeter hole through these 40 notes in one operation. 

The notes are of the familiar type-set style, and their condition averages 
fine to new. A close check did not show any variations in the type or print- 
ing, nor were any “upset” reverses found, so the writer decided to check 
the various signatures. As anyone familiar with Colonial notes knows, all 
of these bills were signed and numbered by hand. On the obverse is written 
the number of the note in red, and two signatures — one in red and the other 
in black ink. On the reverse is only one signature, which was always 
written with red ink. 

The arrangement of the numbers and signatures on these 40 notes are 
as follows:

Plays Washington For 3,149th Time 


Laurance H. Hart, in Washington Role, Addresses Young Coin 
Collectors on Occasion of Tenth Anniversary 
of Chase Bank Money Exhibit. 

Playing the role of George Washington for the 3,149th time, Baurance 
H. Hart addressed a group of young coin collectors on the occasion of the 
tenth anniversary of the Chase National Bank Permanent Exhibit of Moneys 
of the World celebrated this month. Mr. Hart’s “career” as impersonator 
of George Washington began at the time of the Washington Bicentennial 
in 1932, when wide search was made for a “duplicate” of the first President. 
Since that time Mr. Hart has given his impersonation before schools, colleges, 
clubs, and conventions throughout the greater part of the country. 

Standing before an old print showing George and Martha Washington 
inspecting the first coins turned out by the U. S. Mint, Mr. Hart, as Wash- 
Jngton, spoke to the young coin collectors on the subject of Continental 
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currency. He also examined a display of over 600 items of money (bills, 
notes, revenue stamps and coins) bearing the likeness of George Washington. 

The Chase money collection, numbering over 50,000 items, is one of the 
largest and most comprehensive exhibits in the world of money of all types 
and ages, from barter moneys of early primitive peoples to scrip money 
issued in this country during the past depression. The collection, located 
at 46 Cedar Street, New York City, in a building adjoining the head office 
of the liank, is open to the public daily, except Sunday. 

Mr. Hart, in his role of Washington, pretends no facial resemblance to 
the first President, but his figure is identical; he uses the same gestures 



and oratorical style, and in his talks he uses Washington’s own words on 
many vital questions. His costume is an exact copy down to watch, spec- 
tacles and sword, all of which are real antiques. 

Mr. Hart is a nephew of Albert Bushnell Hart, Harvard historian and 
professor. It was Professor Hart’s series of Washington pamphlets pre- 
pared for the bicentennial in 193 2 that first aroused Mr. Hart’s whole- 
hearted admiration for the real character of the first President and in- 
spired his present career. 


WOMAN WORKER AT MINT INDICTED IN SMAED THEFT. 

A 71-year-old woman worker in the Philadelphia Mint was indicted in 
June on a charge of stealing $11.55 from the nickels, dimes and quarters 
which she inspected.

OFFICIAL MEDAL OF NEW YORK WORl.D’S FAIR. 

The oflacially approved medal of the New York World’s Fair is reproduced 
below. It is struck in natural bronze in three different sizes and is a product 
of the Robbins Company, Attleboro, Mass. This distinctive medal is an- 
other excellent example of the work of Julio Kilenyi, New York sculptor, 
produced by the Robbins Company. 

The obverse features the theme subjects of the Fair — the Trylon and 
Perisphere — symbolizing the World of Tomorrow. The figure or the shade 
of Washington shown in the background with the clouds conveys a most 
appropriate thought because of the definite association of the Fair with 
the commemoration of the 150th Anniversary of his Inauguration as Presi- 
dent of the United States in New York City. 



On the reverse Kilenyi has aptly conveyed the theme around which the 
Fair has been developed. Using the city of New York for his symbolism, 
he shows in the lower panel the original settlement of New Amsterdam, 
the New York of Yesterday. In the center panel, the City of Today. Above, 
the World of Tomorrow, using again the symbolic subjects of the Trylon 
and the Perisphere with the rising sun.

From time to time we publish advertisements of solutions or pastes for 
cleaning coins or removing tarnish, etc. It should be understood that in ho 
case does the publication of such an adverLisement carry with it the en- 
dorsement of The Numismatist or anyone connected with it. A number of 
such products are on the market, each perhaps with merits of its own, and 
acceptance of advertisements of them is to inform readers where they may 
be obtained. Collectors do not agree as to the wisdom of cleaning coins, 
but in many instances their appearance is improved by proper cleaning.

Belgimn^ — Pure nickel franc, dated 1939. This piece is similar to the 
5-franc, dated 1838 and recently illustrated, but the franc shows different 
shields on the reverse and has a plain reeded edge, whereas the 5 francs 
has a combination of reeding and lettering. 


A significant tact about this issue is that although the word Belgium 
appears both in French and Flemish, the denomination on the obverse is 
given as FR, so that the abbreviation may be interpreted either as franc or 
frank. The 1-franc does not make mention of the belga, which is the unit 
in foreign exchange, 5 francs equaling 1 belga. The coins were designed by

NEW OR ISSUES. 

Italy — A set of four coins, all dated 1 939, 2 lire, 1 lira, 60 and 20 cen- 
tesimi. The obverses bear the head of Victor Emanuel III, each differing 
from the other. Three of the reverses show an eagle and the fourth has a 
head symbolic of Italy. These coins are struck in a very dark metal and the 
designs are in very low relief, making it difficult to obtain good photographs 
for reproduction. (Specimens from Guttag Bros., New York City). 

Commenting on this issue of coins, Moritz Wormser, of the New Nether- 
lands Coin Company, New York City, says: 



“In view of the scarcity of war material in Italy, the former pure nickel 
coinage of the above-mentioned four denominations has been superseded with 
a new metal called ‘acmonital,’ a word composed of three Italian words 
meaning steel money of Italy (acciaio monetale Italiano). The designs of 
this issue are the same as those of the 1936-XIV issue to commemorate the 
Eithopian victory. One difference, however, has been noted in respect to 
the edges, as the 2 lire in the pure nickel set had a plain edge, and all the 
specimens in the new metal have reeded edges. This new metal is also sup- 
posd to have stainless properties.”

REGAKDINC; B(M)KS BORROWED FROM A. N. A. LIBRARY. 

In his annual report last August, William S. Dewey, A. N. A. Librarian 
and Curator, said that books sent to Canadian members were sometimes 
stopped for tariff, but not always. Norman B. Mason, District Secretary 
of the A. N. A. for Ontario, has written to Mr. Dewey on the subject, en- 
closing a letter from the Department of National Revenue, Ottawa, which 
says in part: 

“I may state that Item 173 of the tariff changes now before Parliament 
contains a provision lor the duty-free entry of ‘books received from free 
lending libraries abroad, subject to return under customs supervision within 
sixty days.' ” 

Mr. Dewey says that if the bill pending is approved, our Canadian mem- 
bers may borrow books from our library in the future without being bur- 
dened with duty charges.

A NEW COIN ( LEANER MAKES ITS BOW. 

A new coin cleaner (oi is it old) made its appearance in the presence of a 
coin collector recently. He describes it in the following letter. We have 
not tried it and therefore cannot recommend it. But it can be tried on 
some worthless copper coin by any collector if he has any doubt as to its 
merits. The letter follows: 

“I happened to be paying my usual visit to one of our local barrooms 
one afternoon recently, and I was discussing numismatics with the barkeeper 

at the Hotel. A gentleman who seemed to be enjoying a mint julep 

overheard our conversation and asked me if I had an unusual coin in my 
pocket that he might use as a gift. I happened to have an old two-cent 
piece, rather dirty but not particularly worn, and I offered it to him for 
fhe consideration of a mint julep. 

immediately took it and, noticing the dirty condition, said that he 
was going to clean it and that he knew a very satisfactory method of clean- 
ing copper coins which he w^ould demonstrate to me then and there. I was 
interested, of course, and told him so, wJiereupon he asked the barkeeper 
to give him a bottle of Worcestershire sauce. He then poured a few drops 
into a small glas, just enough to cover the two-cent piece, and after stirring 
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the liquid over the coin for probably three or four minutes, he took the 
coin out, and, much to my surprise, after drying the liquid off, the coin 
appeared to be absolutely in an uncirculated mint condition. 

“The moral of this story is that not only is the experience a testimonial 
for the manufacturers of Worcestershire sauce, but it is an additional indi- 
cation of how much useful knowledge can be obtained in a well-conducted 
barroom. “ 


MEDALS STRUCK PRIOR TO THE WAR OF THE REVOLUTION. 


A report from James Ross Snowden, Director of the United States Mint, 
to Franklin Pierce, President, March 21, 1856, contains a descriptive list 
of dies and medals commemorative of national events preserved in the 
Mint of the United States arranged in chronological order. The first item 
reads: 

Occasion — For the destruction of the Indian village of Kittanning by 
the troops under his command, the government of Philadelphia awarded a 
silver medal to Gen. John Armstrong, of Carlisle, Pa. 

Obverse — Device, an officer accompanied by two men is represented point- 
ing to a soldier firing under cover of a tree, with an Indian prostrate before 
him. In the background the Indian wigwams in flames. 

Legend — -“Kittanning destroyed by Col. Armstrong, September 8, 1756.” 

Reverse — Device, the coat-of-arms of the Corporation of Philadelphia, con- 
sisting of four devices; on the right, a ship under full sail; left, an evenly 
balanced scales; above the ship, a sheaf of wheat, and left, two hands joined. 

Legend— “The Gift of the Corporation of the City of Philadelphia.” 

Note — Silver medals were awarded to each commissioned officer 

Occasion — Medals of silver were presented to the Indians by an association 
formed for the purpose of promoting peace with the Indian tribes and com- 
posed chiefly of members of the religious Society of Friends. 

Obverse — Device, a head, in profile, of King George II 

Legend — “Georgius II, Dei Gratia. ’ 

Reverse-Device, a white man and an Indian, from whom, as usual on 
such occasions, he is separated by a fire, seated beneath a tree; the former 
in the act of presenting to his companion the calumet of peace which he 
has been smoking. The sun is represented at the zenith. 

Next are the medals struck during the Revolution and thereafter, to the 
year 1812. Medals struck during War with Mexico, and thereafter, and 
also medals struck commemorative of events during Revolutionary war etc

COINS STOI.EN FROM ACADEMY OF FINE ARTS. 

A press dispatched from Philadelphia on June 13 said that twenty three 
rare Greek coins, all approximately 2,500 years old, were stolen from the 
Pennsylvania Academy of the Pine Arts a week ago, the academy announced. 
A spokesman said the value of the collection would run into “thousands of 
dollars, depending on what collectors would pay for them.” The collection 
was insured under a blanket policy covering all valuable objects in the 
academy. Investigators had kept the theft secret in the hope of catching 
the thief. The collection was presented by the late George H. Earle, Jr 
father of former Pennsylvania Governor George H. Earle 3d. 


SOUVENIRS OF ROYAL TRAIN. 

A press dispatch from Windsor, Ontario, on June 6 said that thousands 
of grown-ups and children placed Canadian pennies, nickels and dimes on 
the rails over which the train carrying King George and Queen Elizabeth 
passed on the way to Windsor. The flattened coins then were recovered as 
souvenirs of the visit. Many Americans did the same thing when the funeral 
train of President Harding crossed the continent in 1923.

Considerable discussion occurred about when the first proof coins were 
issued, and it semed to be established that the coins were first issued in»^ 
proof in very few numbers in 1793 and were not generally coined on a large 
scale until 1858. The discussion about proof coins created considerable in- 
terest in general. 

This was our auction night, and we had a fairly good list of entries. 


BALTIMORE COIN CLUB — June 1. Twenty-two members were present. 
Mr. Straus reported for the program committee that A. B. Stewart would 
have an exhibit of interesting coins which he would discuss at the next 
program meeting on July 6. 

J. M. Cook raised the question as to why the year 1873 was a very im- 
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portant year for American numismatic interests. The answer was that it 
was in that year that some of our previous issues were discontinued. For 
example, two-cent pieces and half dimes were not minted after that year, 
and the coinage of Trade dollars was begun. 

This was our program night, and we had the pleasure of hearing John Zug 
talk generally about numismatic points of interest. He had a very inter- 
esting exhibition of unusual coins. Mr. Zug prefaced his exhibit with a 
brief history of collecting in general, v/hich appears to have been started in 
China during the Chu Dynasty about 700 to 200 B. C. This dynasty was 
very much interested in furthering the development of Chinese art objects as 
well as coins, and it was at this time that the first counterfeits were made. 
There was no interest in Roman and Greek circles in coin collecting as such, 
and no evidence of it was observed until the Renaissance in Europe. In 
America coin collecting only became of noticeable interest about 183 5, and 
so late as 1858 there were only seven or eight collectors in the United States, 
so that we have a very good idea of the lack of interest then compared to 
the great activity now. Mr. Zug said that an examination of old catalogues 
showed a predominating interest in large cents and gold dollars comparable 
to the interest in commemorative coins now. 

Among his exhibits was a lottery ticket for the building of a bridge in 
Providence, R. I., in 179 0, indicating that lotteries have not always been 
frowned upon in the United States; also political notes of 1870 used as 
propaganda against paper currency. He had a very fine specimen of the 
(Confederate States seal made in proof; also an early set of British copper 
coins for George III issued in 1797, which was in its original case, con- 
sisting of the old cartwheel twopence, penny, halfpenny, and farthing. Mr. 
Zug also exhibited tokens of Aaron White used against the issuance of 
paper money in the middle of the last century. 

The most interesting coin he had v/as an unidentified Spanish doubloon 
of Carlos III dated 177 2. Nobody present was able to identify the coin 
which appears to have been issued by some rebellion leader in South America 
in Carlos’ time. Mr. Zug also had a fine example of the $50 slug, San 
Francisco, 1852, and, going farther afield, a fine specimen of the Japanese 
cobang of about 1850. Most of us had never seen a Bickford International 
coin, which in the last century was proposed to be used as an international 
means of settlement, and which, of course, never became current. 

Mr. Zug was an interesting speaker, and his remarks, as well as his 
exhibition, gave us a very pleasant evening.

THE NEW ZEALAND NUMISMATIC SOCIETY — 5 2d meeting, March 27, 
at the Tornbull Library, Wellington. The president. Sir James Elliott, 
M.D., F.R.A.C.S., occupied the chair. 

Correspondence relative to the Gilbertson bequest was received and dealt 
with. It was decided to make arrangements for a display of the collection 
in the presence of the librarian at an early date and to dispose of the coins 
for sale as soon as they were available to the society. 

In speaking of the Centennial medal. Sir James Elliott briefiy gave the 
reasons for the decision of the committee in connection with the particular 
designs selected, which, he stated, were chosen so as to be symbolic of the 
progress over the hundred years from when the first settlers arrived to the 
present day. The reverse design depicts the prow of a Maori canoe in which 
appear a number of warriors, and, by the sea-shore, a New Zealand tree fern 
or punga, and the obverse typifies achievements of modern science in the 
representations of the “Dominion Monarch’’ (the latest and most up-to-date 
of sea transport, on which the Dominion so much depends), and a trans- 
Tasman fiying boat overhead, with modern buildings as a background. Sir 
James concluded by stating what arrangements had been made with regard 
to the production and cost, and making the medal finally available for pur- 
chase by the general public. 

A.S a special feature for this, the opening meeting for 1939, Mr. H. R. Ford 
exhibited a portion of his collection of coins covering a period of over 2400 
years, ranging from a tetradrachm of the Athens mint, about 500 B. C., to a 
19 28 sovereign from the Melbourne branch of the Royal Mint. 

The outstanding excellence of the die-sinkers’ work of the ancient Greeks 
by reason of the high relief of their coins was seen, he stated, by the archaic 
head of the goddess Athene on the tetradrachm of Athens, and the magni- 
ficent portrait of Ptolemy Soter of Egypt on the tetradrachm struck about 
280 B. C., and the beautiful head of Heiron II of Syracuse on the tetrabol 
of the third century B. C.; and also the tetradrachms of Philip of Macedon 
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and of Alexander the Great, and the obol of Locris were of outstanding ex- 
cellence and interest. 

The denarii of the Roman Emperors Galba, Domitian, Vespasian, Geta 
and those of the great Emperors Hadrian and Trajan, and the solidus of the 
Emperor Phillipus the Arabian, and the large patinated brass of the Emperor 
Claudius I., although of lesser excellence of workmanship than the coins 
of the ancient Greeks, were interesting portraits of historical rulers. 

An interesting feminine touch was the style of hairdressing of the Roman 
ladies of the period as seen on the denarius of the Empress Annia Galeria 
Faustina, wife of the Emperor Antonins Pius, about 140 A. D. 

— When the Roman legions left Britain in the fifth century A. D., the 

decadence of coin production followed and c6ht Uill^( ! l Ril ’ many cyiiLuii e s 

as seen by the poor specimens of coins of the Elizabethan period in England. 
On the Continent of Europe, during the same period, the superior excellence 
of design and workmanship was seen on the fine silver thalus of Ferdinand 
of Austria, 1525, and the Dukes of Saxony, 1624, and the Dukes of Bruns- 
wick and of Francis Zavier of Prussia, 17 26. 

A reminder of the vanished Austrian Empire by reason of its dismember- 
ment and of its subsequent absorption into the German Reich, in March, 
1938, was the four-ducat gold piece of the Emperor Francis Joseph of 1881, 
a coin of large size, struck principally for issue to the Galician gipsies. 

The mint proof Gothic crown piece of Queen Victoria, 1849, was greatly 
admired by the members present. 

The difference in execution of the finer details in the hand-cut dies used 
to strike the two-guinea piece of George II and the guineas of George III 
could be seen when compared with the dies produced by the reducing ma- 
chine employed at the Royal Mint and used to strike the beautiful £5 and £2 
pieces and the sovereigns and half-sovereigns of Queen Victoria issued for 
her golden jubilee, 1887, and for that of the Gothic crown, and for the 
later sovereigns down to 19 28. 

The whole exhibit was a study in coin production through the centuries 
from the ancient Greeks to the work of modern die-sinkers at the Royal 
Mint. 

Mr. Ford was accorded a hearty vote of thanks for his most interesting 
description of those coins which he had exhibited at the meeting.

PROPOSED ASSOCIATION OP AUSTRALIAN NUMISMATISTS. 

It is proposed to establish within Australia an association with the ob- 
jective of the advancement of numismatics. Among its aims are: The 
bringing together of coin and medal collectors, persons interested, and 
bodies connected with the study; the publication of a journal and establish- 
ment of a circulating library of numismatic papers; the support of existing 
and the establishment of other societies; the establishment of a record 
house of Australian numismatics; the encouragement of inter-correspond- 
ence of members; the issuing of a membership card (for use as lettei' of 
introduction); to ensure collective publicity and collective action, and to 
effect a greater interest in numismatics. 
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Such a federal body, having definite objectives and aims, differing from 
those of the existing societies, would in no way be conflicting with them; 
in fact, the association, which would be an entirely separate body, could be 
useful to the societies, and vice versa. A small executive body of nine is 
proposed, but it would be empowered to appoint smaller committees for 
detailed work. It is suggested that Australia should be divided into re- 
gional Zones, to each of which a district secretary would be appointed. 
His duties would be the furthering of the association, the support of any 
local societies, and the encouragement of new ones. 

Further information will be sent only to those intimating their interest 
and support. These persons will be notified by circular about June as to 
whether the support received is sufficient to found the Association. No 
expression of support will be held binding, and any suggestions would be 
welcomed. Such matters as name and fees, and any other important ques- 
tion, would be submitted to the ballot of likely members.

AN ECHO OF A CA< HE OF COUNTERFEIT (DINS. 

At a recent meeting of the Triple C’ities Coin Club, Binghamton, N. Y., 
Mr. Brown read the following, printed in the Candor Gleaner, m 1896: 

Tlie lliscover.v of Counterfeit Money. 

On June 12, while Arthur Frost, son-in-law of Henry Jewett, was culti- 
vating in the lot back of the site of the old Gate Hill House, at Catatonk, 
N. Y., he accidentally dug out of the ground sixty dollars in counterfeit 
money. The money consisted of quarters, half dollars, and one-dollar pieces, 
which were dated 185 4 and 1858. The money was found near the stump 
'*f an old apple tree, and is supposed to have been there since beforci the 
war. at which time Arthur O’Connor and others were discovered in the 
manufacture of counterfeit money. Their dies and tools were all found 
and they were at that time sent to State prison. 

Some six or eight years ago, when the old barn was taken down, several 
counterfeit gold dollars were found on the beams, and it is evident that a 
large amount of bogus money was put into circulation by these counter- 
feiters. O’Connor, who kept the Hill Gate House, three miles north of 
Owego, was sent to the Albany penitentiary in 1861 for two and one half 
years. After his discharge from i)rison he disappeared. His widow, in 
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1869, married Herman Berry, an Owej^^o shoemaker. O’Conner had gone to 
St. Louis. Mo., where, with others, he robbed a bank and fled to Cuba. He 
was again arrested and sent to State prison for ten years. After serving 
his term he returned to Cuba with his plunder. He came back to Owego 
in August 1878, and found his wife living with Berry, also his son, who was 
then 17 years of age. When O’Connor came here he was said to be im- 
mensely wealthy. He had about $18,000 dollars in bonds in his possession. 
He said that the stories of his wealth were exaggerated, and that he was 
running a sugar mill, on a salary, near Cabaran, Cuba. He tried to persuade 
his wife to accompany him back to Cuba, but as she would not do so, he 
returned alone. If alive, he is, probably living there now. Perhaps he 
may be flghting in the Cuban army.
